or under its authority, to tha contrary 
notwithstanding. 


It most be admitted that this provision 


bnot enforced in the cotton states. It 
is a very dead letter in Georgia, South 
Carolina, Mississippi, Alabama, etc. Why 
then should tha southern Democrats be 
so anxious to repeal this section?
